The will of Mrs. Lucretia E. Hopkins, 


wife of James Hopkins, millionaire pres- 
ident of the Diamond Match Co., was 
filed in the Probate Court Tuesday after- 
noon.. Mrs. Hopkins died in Augusta, 


Ga., Feb. 13. 


The will contains this provision: ‘‘No 
descendant or any persons claiming 
through my deceased son, James Hop- 
kins, shall take any part of my es- 


tate.’’ 


This deceased son was James B. Hop- 
kins, popularly known in St. Louis as 
“Jimmie’’ Hopkins. He was married at 
Clayton Feb. 5, 1906, to Ida B. Kelley of 
5719 Easton avenue. The marriage was 
a surprise to his society asséciates, and 


was not pleasing to his family. 
He Died in Colorado Springs. 

After the marriage, the allowance of 
$500 a month which ‘Jimmie’ Hopkins 
had been receiving from his father was 
greatly reduced. The young man and 
his wife lived at 4108 McPherson avenue 
until he contracted lung trouble. Then 
he went to Texas, accompanied by a 
private detective, on funds supplied by 
his father. His wife did not accom- 
pany him to Texas. 

He returned to St. Louis, edt after a 
five-weeks’ stay, went to Colorado 
Springs, where he died in July, 1908. His 
widow said she was not told of his 
death for more than a week. 

The will of Mrs. Lucretia Hopkins 
was made Dec. 11 last. It bequeaths 
her estate, consisting of jewelry, plate, 


silver, linen, household articles, works of 


art, clothing and articles of personal 
use to her four daughters, Mrs. Good- 
man King of St. Louis, formerly Mary 
Hopkins; Mrs. Louis Hayward of St. 
Louis, formerly Clara Hopkins; Mrs. 
Mildred Hopkins Hard of Cleveland and 
Mrs. Lucille Hopkins Martin of New 
York. 
Appraisers May Be Chosen, 

Appraisers may be chosen to divide the 
property into four equal parts and di- 
vide it among the sisters, the will statés, 
or they may dispense with the service 
of appraisers and divide the articles 
among themselves if they so desire. 

A brother of the testatrix, Milton C. 
Burt of Granger, O., is to receive an in- 
come of $240 a year from the estate. 

Her husband, James Hopkins, a grand- 
son, Clarence Hopkins King of St. Louis, 
and the St. Louis Union Trust Co. are 
named as trustees. In the event of the 
death or disability of the husband or 
grandson, former Judge Daniel G. Tay- 
lor is to become a trustee. 

The will did not indicate the value of 
Mrs. Hopkins’ estate. Her home was in 
New York, but she often visited her 
daughters here.

City Quiet Several Hours. 
When Madero received the Taft mes- 
sage at the National Palace, the entire 
city was quiet. There had been no dis- 
charge of artillery for several hours. 
The President read over the message, 
commenting on each sentence aud was 
greatly pleased with it. 
“The Mexican Government has not 
been disappointed in President Taft or 
the American Government,” said he. 
“Frankly, this Government at no time 
placed the slightest credence in any re- 
port, no matter how authentic the origin 
seemed to be, that Washington not only 
ordered troops landed here, but would 
dispatch them to the capital directly 
from Vera Cruz. All our assurances 
from the American Embassy, besides 
cur own private assurances from Presi- 
dent Taft were that thus far at least 
the Washington policy would be unde- 
viating and that troops would not come 
here. 

“It was important to let the Mexican 
people understand this clearly, so that 
the Government thought it best to com- 
municate directly with Taft. The result 
you see. We are having copies of the 
reply printed and will distribute them 
widespread, not only in the capital but 
elsewhere. 

“We have already telegraphed the 
message all over the republic, with in- 
structions to the local authorities to 
cause it to be promulgated. I believe, 
too, it will have a good effect upon the 
people, to let them see how anxiously 
Washington is watching the conditions 
here—what the almost inevitable out- 
come will be if they do not assist in 
doing their part as good citizens in re- 
storing order.’’ 

Makes Entire Note Public. 
Foregn Minister Lascurin,' who ' was 
at the palace, dissented from the Presi- 
dent’s proposition to make public all of 
Taft’s message, and thought some por- 
tions of it might well be eliminated. 
“No, we shall:publish it all,” insisted 
the President. “It should be published. 
There is nothing in it not proper to be 
published.”’ 

Reports from different parts of the 
country that all was going well with 
the Government outside the capital had 
its effect on Madero. The President 
expressed himself more optimistically 
than ever on the administration’s pros- 
pects of ending the insurrection and he 
insisted that if not interfered with by 
outsiders he would soon subdue Diaz. 

‘‘And that in itself—noninterference— 


he declared. ‘‘In some ways this must 
be considered a most important and 
serious crisis that the Government is be- 
ing compelled to face. When it is’ sur- 
mounted the people will realize more 
than ever that my administration is not 
to be overthrown.’ 

Madero placed all the blame for the 
sudden termination of the armistice 
Sunday afternoon, 12 hours before the 
time officially agreed upon, against the 
Felicistas.

Had Led a Stirring Life. 
From childhood his was a stirring, 
eventful life. He was born in the Wa- 
bash district of Indiana, Nov. 10, 1841, 
and was christened Cincinnatus Heine 
His father was of Quaker stock. At 
the age of 11 young Miller accompanied 
his parents across the plains to the 
Pacific Coast. The family took up a 
Government claim in Oregon. 
(| His craving for adventure, stimulated 
,by stories of the gold strikes in Cali- 
fornia, led him to run away at 16. 

Already he had participated in an In- 
dian war, receiving an arrow wound in 
the neck. 

In Siskiyou County, California, he was 
adopted by a tribe of Indians and mar- 
ried the daughter of the chief. Shortly 
afterward the woman was killed by set- 
tlers, in a punitive expedition against 
raiding redskins, and Miller returned to 

regon, where he studied law. 
His Sons Were Disowned, 

At this time he had begun to write 
verse, contributing to various magazines, 
and he met and married Miss Minnie 
Myrtle, a young Oregon poetess. Three 
children were born to the couple, a 
daughter, Maud, and two sons. The 
latter ran away early in life and their 
names were erased from the family rec- 
ords. Miller went, in 1866, to Mexico, 
where he joined Walkers’ filibusterers 
and was arrested. 

The poet returned to California in 1887, 
purchasing near Oakland the tract that 
he called ‘‘The Heights.’”’ In the late 
‘9s he joined in-the-rush for gold to 
the Klondike, but soon returned. 

Miller also was a playwright. The 
most successful of his dramatic works 
was “The Danites.”’

all the appeal of the play’s story comes 
from the noble majesty of this charac- 
ter, one of the most truly tragic: figures 
in the entire Shakspearean gallery. 
When a misconceived and overplayed 
Cassius is added to an unsatisfying Bru- 
tus in the play’s playing the handicap 
becomes so heavy that the performance 
staggers under its burden and it is made 
impossible for the full beauty of the 
work’s inherent possession to be sent 
across the footlights, 
The Brutus played by Mr. Berton 
Churchill in the William Faversham 
all-star production of “Julius Caesar’ 
at the Shubert Theater is respectable, 
but nothing more. Its big stroke of 
power is never delivered. Mr. Church- 
ili does not find it possible to realize 
the part as it should be realized. He is 
a fairly good actor. He does his best. 
At no time, however, does he become 
the Brutus of Shakspeare’s text-drawing 
or of Rome's history, the splendidly de- 
voted patriot whose love of country led 
him to the slaying of Caesar as a sacri- 
fice on the altar of freedom; the be- 
fooled martyr who dies on his own 
sword because the slaying of Caesar 
availed naught for the liberty of the 
Roman people. He is a somewhat flabby 
Brutus, lacking iron in His blood, softly 
benignant instead of sternly consecrated, 
mildly pathetic instead of austerely 
tragic. 
The Cassius of Mr. Frank Keenan’s

playing is a weird creation. It is ap- 
parently impossible for Mr. Keenan, 
one of the best modern’. character- 


ectors on the American stage, to merge 
himself into the atmosphere of _ the 
classic drama. His reading of Shak- 
gpeare’s lines is almost grotesque in its 
mechanical and stilted method. 

He seems to have no perception of 
their inner meaning or poetic charm. 
He rants upon occasion after the 
fashion of the veriest melodrama. He 
is at all times alien to the part. The 
strident note is heard throughout his 
entire performance. One cannot con- 
template him as Cassius, no matter 
how wiliing one’s soul or how flexible 
one’s imagination. 


This unhappy elimination of Brutus 
and Cassius from their rightful places 
as the dominant figures of “Julius 
Caesar’s’’ cast leaves the Mare An- 
tony of Mr. William Faversham’s play- 
ing as the star portrayal of the per- 
formance. 


Mr. Faversham was, at first, merely 
a pretty and posing Antony, but he 
rose finely above this unworthy aspect 
in the great scene of his oration over 
the body of Caesar. Here his achieve- 
ment was so sincerely virile, so filled 
with the fire of youth, so hot of sou! 
in resentment of Caesar’s bagel ad and 
yet so colaly subtle in arousing the 
fury of the mob against the mairderers, 
that it became a genuinely great 
achievement. 


I do not remember ever to have seen 
a stronger playing of the part at this 
moment, And the opportunity of this 
moment is all that exists for Mare 
Antony in the entire play, Mr. Faver- 
sham, effectively supported by a well- 
trained ‘‘mob,’’ stamped himself indel- 
ibly upon one’s mind as an Antony de- 
serving to be classed with the best of 
the stage’s ken. When this was done,

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SENTENCING MONOPOLISTS TO JAIL. 

The sentences of John H. Patterson and the 28 
other officials of the National Cash Register Co. 
show what can be done under the criminal clause 
of the Sherman act. 

That celebrated clause reads: “Every person 
who shall monopojize, pr attempt to monopolize, 
or combine or conspire with any other person cr 
persons to monopolize any part of, the trade or 
commerce among the several states or with foreign 
nations, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and, on conviction thereof,-shall be punished by 
fine not exceeding five thousand dollars, or by {m- 
prisonment not exceeding one year, or by both 
said punishments, in the discretion of the Court.” 

It would be fitting if John H. Patterson should 
be the first to serve a jail sentence under this 
clause, The Government began prosecuting him 
for monopolistic practices twenty years ago, when 
the Sherman law was but two years old. In de- 
fiance of the plain reading of the statute he has 
continued the practices and evaded jail. 

The first convicted defendant has yet to serve 
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fg jail sentence under this act. Appeals are pend- 


ing in the cases of officials of the so-called Tur- 
pentine Trust, who were convicted three years 
ago. Appeals will doubtless be taken in the cases 
of Patterson and his co-defendants and months or 
years will probably elapse before the Supreme 


Court’s final.ruling will be had. But there is every). 


reason to believe that the convictions will be sus- 
tained. The evidence was so convincingly pre- 
sented as to call forth the strongest condemnation 
upon the defendants from the trial Court. and the 
indictments upon which the convictions stand are 
presumably sound, having been drawn in the 
light of decisions in the early P-tterson case and 
others, which defined the requirements. 
History has been made slowly under the Sher- 


man law, which was enacted in 1890 and remained 


virtually a dead letter for fourteen years before 
the first considerable blow against the trusts was 
struck urder ft, in the Northern Securities case. 
Sinee then only a dozen notable prosecutions have 
succeeded under the equity provisions of the act, 
though scores of proceedings have been instituted; 
while the conspicuous neglect to proceed under 
the criminal clause aroused a nation-wide im- 
patience. The refusal of the jury t» convict in the 
lebrated packers” cases ~aused c temporary ser- 
back to the public demand for prosecutions and 
seemed to vindicate those who had predicted that 
the jail clause could never be enforced. 

The proposition that guilt is personal and that 
individuals must be held responsible for unlaw- 
ful corporate methods is now strengthened as 
never before, in the sentences of the cash register 
men and the convictions of the officials of the 
Bath-Tub Trust. In these cases the result of per- 
sistent public demand is finally perceived. 

The convictions of 36 men under the jail clause 
fudicate the force and efficacy of the weapon and 
promise that it will be oftener’ brought into ae 
The jailing of the first defendant will prove the 
most telling blow ever struck against monopoly.

President Taft’s brief note to President Madero 
is one of the most praiseworthy and satisfactory 
of the state papers whose text has been given the 
public during the Taft administration.

The Diaz supporters defending the arsenal are 
much more formidable and heavily armed than 
the bandits who fortified themselves in recent 
months in buildings at both London and Paris 
and underwent a siege of several days, but the 
peril they have occasioned will not be made an 
excuse for intervention. The Washington Gov- 
‘ernment refuses to permit itself to be hurried 
into an ill considered, unjustifiable war with Mex- 
ico which would be disastrous from many view- 
points even though its objects were accomplished 
within a few months. 

The clear, incisive definition of the Washing- 
ton Government's attitude is made complete by 
a warning whose meaning cannot be mistaken. 
Sympathy will be directed to Madero by his in- 
terview with a Post-Dispatch correspondent. The 
great lesson Mexico needs now is one on the im- 
possibility of executive changes except by consti- 
tutional methods: 

But danger to Americans and destruction of 
American property cannot go on indefinitely. Em- 
ployment of all the forces of the Mexican repub- 
lic in a supreme effort to restore order should 
follow the receipt of the note.

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WOREMEN’S COMPENSATION BILL. 

Mr. Roy F. Britton’s statement, in Monday’s 
Post-Dispatch, casts further light on the provi- 
sions of the proposed workmen’s compensation 
bill, as reported by the commission of which Mr. 
Britton was a member. The bill, as explained by 
Mr. Britton, appears to be, on the whole, the basis 
for a law such as would be satisfactory to a ma- 
jority of employers and workers. Some amend-

Mr. Britton’s suggestion that, if the clause 
intended to abolish the defenses of assumption 
of risk and fellow servant negligence is not plain 
as to language, the Legislature should make it so, 
is to the point. Perhaps the most important 
amendment needed is in connection with the 
method to be used by a worker who wishes to 
choose between part 1 and part 2 of the law, 
the one retaining his right to sue for damages 
and the other waiving his right in return for the 
compensation therein provided. The method 
should be made so easy and simple that the un- 
learned could not fail to understand and follow it. 
We need a compensation law, so just to all 
concerned, so workable and so comprehensive, as 
to practically abolish the evils of damage litiga- 
tion and evasion of liability by employers. The 
New Jersey law on which this bill is based ap- 
pears to have given satisfaction. It may be that 
sufficient care in amending the bill now under 
consideration will result in a law having the same 
effect with regard to Missouri irdustries. 
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The fact appears to have been discovered in 
psychology that ghosts of hanged men have un- 
usually long necks.

Street Car Suggestions. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

It is an established fact. that the Maryland 
cars, the University line, the Delmar and De 
Baliviere lines run over one track from Fourth 
street to Boyle avenue. Supposing as an ex- 
periment the city would permit the system to 
refuse transfers on all cars going west on the 
Olive street line, say: No transfers on the De 
Baliviere, University and Delmar cars going west 
to be issued until Taylor avenue is reached, or 
transfers issued on these lines going west are 
g00d only on cars on Taylor avenue and west of 
Taylor avenue. 

This would bar the necessity of placing extra 
cars during rush hours on the lines going out 
into the country—the long haul cars, and would 
meet the zone question as to the yalue of this 
class of traffic to the system. 

Now, in place of putting the “extras,” during 
rush hours on the long haul lines it will neces- 
sifate “extras” on the short haul lines. 
Supposing once more, and this is the other 
experiment, we permit the city to let the sys- 
tem have an inner circle line. Say, the Mary- 
land line starting on Olive and Fourth streets 
going west on its present route to Euclid, south 
on Euclid to Laclede thence east and down Mar- 
ket street to Fourth, and let the Laclede car 
double back on this same line even though it 
runs to the park terminus and back on this 
short stretch. 

It is not necessary to take up a cudgel tn de- 
fense of the system, but some day the pee-ple 
may want to run its own cars. Why not ex- 
periment with the system while in private 
hands. 

A similar circle could be formed and Broad- 
way relieved by a line operating north on 
Broadway to St. Louis avenue, west on this 
street to Eighteenth, south on this line to the 
tntersection of Park avenue thence to Broadway 
and doubling back on its course. Of course, one

Amateur Organization of America Would Fight Bitterly 
Any Attempt to Incorporate “Pro” Sports in 
International Events. 





By Robert Edgren. 


A Special Correspondent of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 18.—Wonder how it felt to Jim Thorpe to compete in a 


set of professional athletic games at Boston Saturday night? 


His surround- 


ings must,have been a little different from those at the Olympic games. 


Oh, well, Thorpe is a baseball player now. 


From this time on baseball 


will take all of his attention and he’ll drop out of the other branches of ath- 


letic competition. 

No doubt Jim Thorpe would have be- 
come a professional baseball player in 
any case, within a year or 80, 

Many persons argue that since the A. 
A. U. ‘doesn’t control. baseball, it has 
no right to disqualify amateur athletes 
who play professional ball. It is ar- 
gued that the A. A. U. should allow 
amateur track and field athletes to play 
baseball for -money. 

This would be a very handy thing fur 
college athletes, who find that they can 
pick up a living during the summer 
and help out with winter college ex- 
penses much more easily by playing 
baseball than by hoeing potatoes or 
selling encyclopedias to the intelligent 
andgunwilling farmers. 


It’s Professionalism, After All. 


But, after all, baseball is a branch 
of athletic sport, and a professional 
ballplayer is a professional ath- 
lete. It is an entirely different thing 
with bowling, pool and billiards, chess 
and other games or amusements that 
are not athletic sports. These thing; 
the A. A. U. doesn’t control and never 
will. So betting on a bowling game >r 
playing pool or chess for a wager or a 
prize doesn’t make one a professional 
athlete. 

Track athletics, baseball, football and 
strongly competitive sports of that sort 
are either amateur or professional in 
character, and they are more or less re- 


Hated. At that I don’t see why profes- 


sional athletic sports should be ignored 
in the Olympic games. The theory and 
purpése of the Olympics, it seems to me, 
are greater than the amateur idea. The 


—— 





Olympic games should bring togethef 
the world’s best athletes—the best ath- 
letes of all countries regardless of 
whether or not these men have com- 
peted for money or gikied tin medals. 
I've known a great number of profes- 
sional athletes who were just’ as good 
“sports” as any amateur. And they 
were great athletes, too, a credit to any 
eountry. 
Simon Pures Wenuld Fight. 

The amateur organizations, of course, 
would fight this proposition tooth and 
nail. Why? Oh, just for financial rea- 
sons. From the start the A. A. U. has 
conducted a bitter fight on professional 
athletic sports, and it has, in fact, won 
its fight. Where there were 20 profes- 
sional meets in New York City 2 years 
ago there may be one now. The amateur 
organization has practical control. It is 
getting the gate money now. Its lead- 
ers are getting the financial benefits— 
the big salaries connected with big ath- 
letic méetings. There's at least $10,000 a 
year in having charge of the athletic 
sports connected with an affair like the 
Panama Exposition, for instance. Why 
let the professional] “‘cut in?’’ 

Professional athletics may be incor- 
porated in the Olympic games when 
they are held in Germany, or some other 
European country. Some time sports 
may be run on the theory of sports in 
the United States Army, where there is 
no distinction between’ professionalism 
and amateur. 

That would be an unforfunate thing. 
The Olympics should foster both, but 
heep them apart by programming both 
professional and amateur events.
